It reverted to Pennsylvania to add 
the crowning touch to the enthu.ni 
asm. When the Keystone state was 
reached the Ohio senator needed 32 
votes to nominate him and Pennsyl 
vania gave him 6U. It was Governor 
Sproul, himself s dark horse candi' 
date wbe announced the big Pennsyl' 
vnaia vote for Harding. A demon- 
stration of many minutes followed 
most of the delegates standing, cheer- 
ing while a procea*k>n carying large 
picture* of the candidate marcher 
around the liall. 

When it waa seen that a candidate 
had been nominated, the customary 
hanging of votes began. Most of 
Illinois deserted its governor, while 
many Wood men. too. ak>ng with 
votes representing other candidatea, 
had their votes recorded for Hard- 
ing. The final checkup showed 6i>2 
for Harding with only 12 left aup- 
porting Lowden, 117 iir Wood and M 
for Johnson. 

CnaidnMns Metton Pttts 

A motion to make Harding's nom 
ination unanimous was made, but 
failed because fo the opposition of 
thr Wisconsin delegation. 

The plan to nominate Lenroot for 
the vice presidency had the backing 
of many men who helped put Hard- 
ing over, but the name of Govrrnor 
Coolidge stirred the delegates and 
galleries to repeated cheering and he 
swept into .second place on the ticket 
before the first roll call had gone two 
thirds of its length Again IVniLiyl- 
vania furnished the winning votes 
Governor Coolidge got 67-1 votes to 
146 for Lenroot, and 6M for Ciovernor 
Allen of Kansas. .Several others got 
a scattering support without being 
placed formally in nomination. The 
result was greeted with another dem- 
onstration and renewed cheering. It 
waa about 7:30 o'clock when the tired 
delegatea were told that their work 
was done, and adjournment declared.
